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Те book has a very simple premise: to collect some of the finest 
and most interesting luxury home plans from leading designers 
and architects across the country and make them available to you. 

To do this, we at Home Planners had to overcome several obstacles. First, 
although there are a number of architects and designers of luxury homes in 
this country, many of them are unable to share their custom designs on a 
repeat sales basis. Therefore, the first assignment was to find sources of good 
design willing to make plans available so you can build these houses wherever 
you choose. 

Our search led us to firms such as Fillmore Design Group and 
Larry W. Garnett & Associates, both of which make a business out of creating 
and selling "predesigned" home plans. These companies, as well as our own 
firm, have been supplying construction drawings on a stock basis for a 
number of years. However, to balance the book, we also sought out newer 
emerging design firms, such as Texas Home Design and Design Traditions. 
Although not primarily organized to supply stock plans, these companies do 
make designs available to consumers and often bring a freshness and creative 
zest unique to our business. 

The second task — although it turned out to be a pleasant one — was to 
actually select the designers. During this process, we looked for plans that 
exhibited design integrity, architectural balance and proportion, and 
attention to detail. The exterior style of the houses had to be bold 
and forthright — not always impressive or overwhelming — but strong 
and distinctive enough to make a statement. 

On the inside we insisted that the homes must deliver a high level 
of luxury and elegance, no matter what their size. Particular attention 
was given to kitchens and gathering areas designed for entertaining, 
foyers that receive visitors in style and guest suites that house visitors 
comfortably. Of utmost importance was the master bedroom and bath. 

We figured that if the owners of the house were not sufficiently pampered, 
then the home would never quite measure up to their expectations of luxury. 

The final objective was a practical concern for diversity. To satisfy 
the needs of home planners and builders around the contry, we wanted 
plans with architectural contrast and variety. We purposefully chose 
designers in different parts of the United States whose plans exhibited 
regional differences and local charm. As it turned out, Texas yielded 
more than its fair share of contributors, but both East Coast and West 
Coast are represented. 

Although we sorted through a number of portfolios with the above 
criteria in mind, we can't claim entire objectivity. We admit to a certain 
amount of subjective influence. There are some plans or designs we simply 
loved and there's no use trying to explain it. 

In апу event, the seven final candidates are presented here for your 
viewing and pleasure. Our own company is among them, because, frankly, 
we feel that our plans are some of the best luxury designs available 
anywhere. But there are also six other outstanding designers and architects 


whose homes are worthy of your consideration. Please read the "profile" at 
the begining of each section to gain insight into the designer's philosophy, 
then let the plans tell the rest of the story. We can't imagine looking through 
the book and not finding a home that will absolutely enthrall you. 

Lastly, remember that for each home in this book, the designer offers a 
complete set of construction drawings. This means that these houses are not 
just design exercises or flights of imagination — each one can actually be 
built from blueprints supplied by the designer! Refer to the blueprint package 
information at the end of each design section and then order the blueprints 
you need on page 187. The prices charged for these plans are far less than 
the original design fees of any of these professionals, so you're getting a 
tremendous bargain. 

We wish you total enjoyment as you browse through this book 
and hope you find success in identifying and building your 
luxury dream home! :

5 ince this book carries the title, Luxury Dream Homes, a 

very appropriate question might be: "What exactly is luxury?" 
Attempting to define luxury may be as difficult as trying to explain dream, 
the other adjective in the title. One person's dream may be another person's 
nightmare and consequently "luxury" to one may be simply "getting by" to 
someone else. But, regardless, certain standards were applied when choosing 
the designs for this book. 


SIZE 

The houses in this book range from 2,259 to 7,702 square feet. While 
bigness alone does not guarantee luxury, in general luxury houses are more 
expansive than average because it takes more room to include more amenities. 
Therefore, by any standards, the 7,282-square-foot Baronial Tudor of Home 
Planners on Page 71 is a BIG luxury house. Arranged in this commodious 
space are five bedrooms and seven baths, plus living room, media room, dining 
room, breakfast room, butler's pantry, exercise room, music alcove, telephone 
center, etc, etc. As this plan demonstrates, there is no substitute for space. 

However, living can also be luxurious in a smaller, more compactly 
designed space. Witness the 3,443-square-foot Brick Traditional by Larry 
Garnett & Associates on page 29. This four-bedroom, four-bath home sports 
a separate study, step-down living room, raised-ceiling dining room and a 
beautiful solarium with wet bar. Upstairs, the master suite includes an 
adjoining sitting area and media center and a master bath with tub, shower 
and window seat. No matter how you cut it, this home showers its owners 
with luxurious amenities. 


SCALE AND VOLUME 

Another factor related to size, but quite different in its way, is the scale 
or volume of a house. Normally, we associate luxury with large or even grand 
scale, but sometimes good designers can trick our eye into believing that a 
home is bigger or more grand than it actually is. 

A master at this is Ronald Ray Holley of Texas Home Design who 
achieves the impression of great scale and volume without excessive square 
footage. Notice how the steeply pitched roof lines and two-story windows of 
Plan EG716 on page 171 greatly enhance the grandeur and impact of this 
4,052-square-foot home. One would swear by looking at the outside that 
the home was 6,000 square feet or more. 

An even more impressive example from Holley's collection is Plan 
ЕС713 on page 165. This 2748-square-foot home will have a "presence" on 
any street far more comanding than its living area would dictate. Again, the 
secret is dramatic roof pitches, tall two-story porticos and the sheer height of 
the home. 

ARCHITECTURAL DRAMA 

Luxury housing is almost always associated with "custom" design, 
meaning that a truly fine, upscale house is usually custom-designed for its 
site. However, in this book, we've purposefully selected a number of plans 


that have very interesting architectural features and will add drama to 
virtually any piece of property. 

Two outstanding examples, both by Victor Mirontschuk of EDI . 
Architecture, are shown on pages 111 and 103. Inspired by the Prairie 
School, EB216 has a larger-than-life quality throughout the whole house, 
emphasized by a dramatic balcony with swept-wing roof overhang. Plan 
EB212, influenced by French and Flemish designers, is a study in 
continental romance and elegance, with its tall entry doors, French 
windows and spire-like chimneys. Because of inherent architectural 
qualities, either of these houses will show off a property, making it look 
custom estate-like and splendidly "luxurious". 


ATTENTION TO DETAIL 

In many cases, the difference between an outstanding house and а so-so 
house is not size, siting or even style. It's the attention to detail given by the 
designer and the craftspeople who build it. This most often shows up in 
exterior ornamentation, especially windows, cornice-work and entry details, 
as well as fine interior work. 

Two quite divergent but equally detail-minded designers are Stephen 
Fuller of Design Traditions in Atlanta and Loree Lord of Northwest Home 
Designing in Tacoma. Relatively new to the stock plan business, Design 
Traditions is capturing the public's fancy with a series of beautifully — 
ornamented, European-inspired homes. Some of these plans, such as EA110 
on page 119 and the cover of this book, appear as if they've been transported 
directly from the shores of the Mediterranean and are reminiscent of the 
finest old-world craftsmanship. | 

Northwest Home Designing, with its interesting blend of classical 
details and casual Northwest building materials, makes impressive 
statements with shake-roof brick, wood and stucco homes. Notice the finely 
detailed dentils and pillars of Plan EF607 on page 149, which in spite of its 
Southern Colonial heritage is perfectly at home in the woods of the north. 
Plan EF602 on page 160, with its carefully balanced Victorian rooflines and 
intricate woodwork, makes a welcome contribution to neighborhoods in any. 
region or climate. 


OUTSTANDING INTERIOR AMENITIES 

Although we've been talking mainly about exterior features thus far, 
probably the most distinguishing characteristic of an upscale home is the 
extra amenities it offers inside. Few people would dispute the need to give 
special attention to key rooms to make a house luxurious. : 

One of the most sought-after features in a fine home is a large, well- 
appointed master suite. Nothing speaks opulence more than the ability to 
retire to your own private oasis of comfort. Most of the homes in this book 
were chosen with this in mind. However, a few are worth pointing out as 
exceptional examples. Notice the superb seclusion offered by Home Planners 
Plan EE512 on page 67 with its self-contained spa/exercise area, bath, ` 


shower, His and Hers closets and master bedroom with beehive fireplace. Or 
the interesting angles, exceptional layout and kingly closet of Texas Home 
Design's Plan EG709 on page 175. Or the gracious formality and symmetry. 
of Fillmore Design Group's Plan EC307 on page.55, with its spacious bath 
and vaulted bedroom ceiling. | 

Another area that must be blue-ribbon quality in a luxury home is the 
kitchen/family or kitchen/entertainment areas. With much of family life 
centered around the kitchen — and with weekends spent entertaining and 
cooking for guests — this area of the home has become larger, more versatile 
and more accessible to all members of the household, including visitors. 

Consequently, designers are giving much more attention to superbly 
functional and aesthetically pleasing kitchens. Witness Larry Garnett's 
outstanding kitchen/family room/solarium grouping for Plan ED404 on 
page 37. Or Northwest Home Designing s beautiful octagonal kitchen[nook| 
dining combination for Plan EF608 on page 154. EDI Architecture even 
allows its kitchen to open via a generous pass-through to an expansive . 
living area in Plan EB211 on page 94. 

Another space that sets off a luxury home — in fact, heralds it to 
arriving guests — is the formal entry or foyer. In recent years, this area 
has returned to a position of prominence and more fanfare is being given 
to foyers, staircases and the "grand first impression". | : 

No one does this better than Texas Home Design, whose houses are 
studies in entrance one-up-manship. Notice the majestic two-story glassed 
foyers of Plan EG714 on page 167 and Plan EG716 on page 171. Let yourself 
be transported to Tara or some other southern mansion as you experience the 
double curving staircases of Plans EG718 and EG709 on pages 174 and 175. 

There are other elements that make certain plans luxurious by nature — 
some not as grand or immediately apparent as the ones cited above. As 
examples, consider the semi-circular tavern in the lounge area of Home 
Planners Plan ЕЕ506 on page 68; or the media center with built-in seating 
for Larry Garnett's рап ED404 on page 37. These are design touches that 
will prove their value day after day. 

Last but not least, as an exercise in pure luxury, study EDI 
Architecture's Plan EB202 on page 110. Designed for a couple that loves to 
entertain and enjoy the good life, this 2-bedroom plan offers the utmost in 
grand arrival areas, elegant reception rooms, space for cooking and serving 
meals to any number of guests, and privacy for the owners. Although 
obviously specialized, this plan epitomizes the elements of luxury, 
grandeur, largess and style. tet : 

Much more could be written about what makes these plans luxurious. - 
But, by now, we're sure you have your own ideas. It's your turn to leaf 
through these pages, find your own definition of luxury and decide which 
house is just right for you. :

The firm recently received an award from the 
American Institute of Building Design for a custom home in Nashville. 

In March 1985, the Wall Street Journal Report, a syndicated television 
program, featured Garnett & Associates on a segment involving the 
increasing popularity of new Victorian homes and the availability of stock 
plans and designs for such homes. Recently, the company had the opportunity 
to design a twelve-home historic Hawaiian development in Kailua, Hawaii.

Conventional Loans 

These types of loans usually require a 
minimum down payment of 5% of the lower 
of the purchase price or appraised value of the 
property. However, in many cases, this down 
payment requirement has been increased to 
10% depending on the type of loan and the 
requirements of the lending institution. Often, 
the minimum down payment requirement is 
applied to owner-occupied residences and is 
usually increased if the property is purchased 
as a vacation home or as an investment. 

The most common type of conventional 
loan is the fixed-rate loan which has a fixed 
interest rate and fixed monthly payments. The 
term of the loan may vary, but such loans 
generally are available in fifteen- and thirty- 
year terms. The obvious advantage of a 
fifteen-year term is an earlier loan payoff as 
well as reduced interest charges. 

Other types of conventional loans are 
called Adjustable Rate Mortgages (ARM's). 
This type of loan usually has a lower initial 
interest rate than the fixed-rate loan, but the 
interest rate may change depending on the 
loan terms and economic conditions. The 
frequency of these adjustments depends on 
the individual loan, but usually occurs every 
twelve months. 

Adjustment Period — The period between 
one rate change and the next. Therefore, a 
loan with an adjustment period of one year 
is known as a One Year ARM. 

Index - The interest rate change is tied 
to an index rate. These indexes usually go 
up and down with the general movement of 
interest rates. If the index rate moves up, so 
does your monthly payment. If the index rate 
goes down, your monthly payment may also 
go down. There are a variety of indexes. 
Among the most common is the weekly 
average yield on United Sates Treasury 
securities adjusted to a constant maturity 
of one, three or five years. 

Margin — To determine the interest rate 
on an ARM, lenders add a few percentage 
points to the index rate. These percentage 
points are called the margin. The amount of 
the margin can differ from one lender to the 
next, but is usually constant through the life 
of the loan. 


Caps - Most ARM loans limit the 
amount that the interest rate can increase. 
There are periodic caps which limit the 
increase from one adjustment period to 
the next and overall caps which limit the 
interest rate increase over the life of the loan. 

Negative Amortization - Several ARM 
loans contain negative amortization which 
means that your mortgage balance can 
increase even though you are making 
regular monthly payments. This happens 
when the interest rate of the loan increases 
while monthly payments remain the same. 

Convertibility or Conversion Option — 
This is a clause in your agreement that 
allows you to convert the ARM to a fixed- 
rate mortgage at designated times. Not all 
ARM loans contain this option. 

There are other types of less-common 
conventional loans which are offered by 
many institutions: Graduated Payment 
Mortgages, Reverse Annuity Mortgages 
and Bi-Weekly Mortgages. Consult with a 
financial officer of a lending institution 
for details on these other loan types. 
Government Loans 

Many people think the government 
actually grants a loan to the borrower. 

This is not true. The Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA) actually insures these 
loans against default in order to encourage 
lenders to write loans for first-time buyers 
and people with limited incomes. 

FHA loans have substantially lower 
down payments than conventional loans; 
however, there are maximum allowable 
loan amounts for these loans depending 
on the location of the property. 

Another type of government loan is 
through the Veteran's Administration (VA). 
Like the FHA, the VA guarantees loans for 
eligible veterans and the spouses of those 
veterans who died while in the service. 
Down payment requirements are also 
extremely low on these types of loans. 

There are a variety of loan types 
available under these government programs. 
The financial officer of the lending institution 
will be able to explain these various loan 
types and the qualification standards. 
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A contractor is part craftsman, part 

businessman, and part magician. As 
the person who will transform your dreams 
and drawings into a finished house, he will be 
responsible for the final cost of the structure, 
for the quality of the workmanship, and for 
the solving of all problems that occur quite 
naturally in the course of construction. 

As soon as you have a building site and 
house plans, start looking for a contractor, 
even if you do not plan to break ground for 
several months. Finding one suitable to build 
your house can take time, and once you have 
found him, you will have to be worked into 
his schedule. Those who are good are in 
demand and are often scheduling work 
up toa year in advance. 

There are two types of residential 
contractors: the construction company and 
the carpenter-builder, often called a general 
contractor. Each of these has its advantages 
and disadvantages. 

The carpenter-builder works directly 
on the job as the field foreman. Because 
his background is that of a craftsman, his 
workmanship is probably good—but his 
paperwork may be slow or sloppy. 

Construction companies handle several 
projects concurrently. They have an office 
staff to keep the paperwork moving and an 
army of subcontractors they know they can 
count on. Though you can be confident that 
they will meet deadlines, they may sacrifice 
workmanship in order to do so. 

To find a reliable contractor, start by 
asking friends who have built homes for 
recommendations. Check with local lumber 
yards and building supply outlets for names 
of possible candidates. 

Set up an interview with each of the 
potential candidates. Ask each to take you 
into—not just to the site of—houses he has 
built. Ask to see projects that are complete 
as well as work in progress. 

Ask each contractor for bank references 
from both his commercial bank and any other 
lender he has worked with. Also ask if he 
offers a warranty of his work. Most will give 
you a one-year warranty on the structure. 

Ask for references, even though no 
contractor will give you the name of a 
dissatisfied customer. While previous clients 


may be pleased with a contractor's work 

overall, they may, for example, have had to 

wait three months after they moved in before 
they had any closet doors. Ask about his 
follow-through and business organizations. 

Talk to each of the candidates about fees. 
Most work on a "cost plus" basis; the basic 
cost of the project—materials, subcontractors’ 
services, wages of those working directly on 
the project—plus his fee. Some have a fixed 
fee; others work on a percentage of the basic 
cost. A fixed fee is usually better for you if 
you can get one. If a contractor works оп а 
percentage, ask for a cost breakdown of his 
best estimate and keep very careful track as 
the work progresses. 

Give the top two or three candidates each 
a copy of the plans and your specifications for 
materials. If they are not each working from 
the same guidelines, the competitive bids will 
be of little value. Give each the same deadline 
for turning in a bid. 

If the bids are relatively close, the most 
important consideration may not be money 
at all. How easily you can talk with your 
contractor and whether or not he inspires 
confidence are important considerations. 
Any sign of a personality conflict between 
you and a contractor should be weighed 
when making a decision. 

Once you have financing, you can sign a 
contract with the builder. Most have their 
own contract forms, but it is advisable to have 
a lawyer draw one up or, at the very least, 
review the standard contract. This usually 
costs a small flat fee. 

A good contract should include: 

* Plans and sketches of the work to be 
done, subject to your approval. 

* A list of materials, including quantity, 
brand names, style or serial numbers. (Do 
not permit any "or equal" clause that will 
allow the contractor to make substitutions.) 

* The terms—who (you or the lender) pays 
whom and when. 

* A production schedule. 

* The contractor's certification of insurance 
for workmen's compensation, damage, and 
liability.

not they increase the cost, must be 
submitted and approved in writing. 


5 electing the most suitable house plan for 
your family is a matter of matching your 
needs, tastes, and life-style against the many 
designs we offer. When you study the floor 
plans in this book, and the blueprints that 
you may subsequently order, remember that 
they are a two-dimensional representation of 
what will be a three-dimensional reality. 

Floor plans are easy to read. Rooms are 
clearly labeled, with dimensions given in feet 
and inches. Most symbols are logical and self- 
explanatory: The location of bathroom 
fixtures, fireplaces, tile floors, cabinets 
and counters, sinks, appliances, closets, 
sloped or beamed ceilings will be obvious. 

A blueprint, although much more 
detailed, is also easy to read; all it demands 
is concentration. The blueprints that we offer 
come in many large sheets, each one of which 
contains a different kind of information. One 
sheet contains foundation and excavation 
drawings, another has a precise plot plan. An 
elevations sheet deals with the exterior walls 
and the house; section drawings show precise 
dimensions, fittings, doors, windows, and 
roof structures. Our detailed floor plans 
give the construction information needed 
by your contractor. 

When you first study a floor plan or 
blueprint, imagine that you are walking 
through the house. By mentally visualizing 
each room in three dimensions, you can 
transform the technical data and symbols 
into something more real. 

Start at the front door. It's preferable to 
have a foyer or entrance hall in which to 
receive guests. A closet here is desirable; a 
powder room is a plus. 

Look for good traffic circulation as you 
study the floor plan. You should not have to 
pass all the way through one main room to 
reach another. From the entrance area 
you should have direct access to the three 
principal areas of a house—the living, work, 
and sleeping zones. For example, a foyer 
might provide separate entrances to the 
living room, kitchen, patio, and a hallway 


or staircase leading to the bedrooms. 

As you study the plan, you may 
encounter a staircase, indicated by a set of 
parallel lines, the number of lines equaling 
the number of steps. Arrows labeled "up" 
mean that the staircase leads to a higher level, 
and those pointing down mean it leads to a 
lower one. Staircases in a split-level will have 
both up and down arrows on one staircase 
because two levels are depicted in one 
drawing and an extra level in another. 

Notice the location of the stairways. 

Is too much floor space lost to them? Will 
you find yourself making too many trips? 

Study the sleeping quarters. Are the 
bedrooms situated as you like? You may 
want the master bedroom near the kids, or 
you may want it as far away as possible. Is 
there at least one closet per person in each 
bedroom or a double one for a couple? 
Bathrooms should be convenient to each 
bedroom—if not adjoining, then with hallway 
access and on the same floor. 

Once you are familiar with the relative 
positions of the rooms, look for such 
structural details as: 

* Sufficient uninterrupted wall space 

for furniture arrangement. 

* Adequate room dimensions. 

* Potential heating or cooling 
problems—i.e.,a room over 
a garage or next to the laundry. 

* Window and door placement for 
good ventilation and natural light. 

* Location of doorways—avoid having 
a basement staircase or a bathroom in 
view of the dining room. 

* Adequate auxiliary space—closets, 
storage, bathrooms, countertops. 

* Separation of activity areas (will 
noise from the recreation room disturb 
sleeping children or a parent at work?) 

As you complete your mental walk 
through the house, bear in mind your family's 
long-range needs. A good house plan will 
allow for some adjustments now and 
additions in the future.
